Gentlemen: 
At a meeting of the Traffic Commission 
held on November 2, 1945, the Commission 
went on record as favoring the construc- 


tion of an underground tunnel at the in- 
tersection of Cedar Street and Mt. Hope 


Avenue as a protection for children cross-’ 


ing this very hazardous intersection. 


The Commission’s recommendation was 
forwarded to the City Plan Commission, 
which body, at their meeting on December 
6, 1945, stated that this proposal should 
be submitted to the City Council for ap- 
proval. At the Traffic Commission meet- 
ing of January 4th it was therefore recom- 
mended that the City Council instruct the 
City Engineer to prepare the plans and 
an estimate of the cost of constructing an 
underpass at this intersection. 


It is possible that some aid may be ob- 
tained from the State Highway Depart- 
ment in-as-much as Cedar Street is desig- 
nated as State Highway US-127.

It was pointed out by the Traffic En- 
gineer that, in his opinion, a complete 
study of Traffic conditions be made on East 
Michigan Avenue, between Pennsylvania 
Avenue and the east city limits. It was 
pointed -out that by possibly rearranging 
the present traffic signals, a better control 
of the speed of vehicles could be obtained 
as well as affording protection to certain 
cross streets now unprotected except for 
Stop signs. 


It was also suggested that the aid of 
the State Highway Department be obtained 
in making this study since Michigan Ave- 
nue is designated as State Highway M-438 
and any changes in traffic control should 
meet the approval of the State Highway 
Department. 


It is therefore recommended that the City 
Council authorize the Traffic Commission 
to obtain the aid of the State Highway 
Department in making this study of traf- 
fic flow on East Michigan, particularly be- 
tween Pennsylvania Avenue and the east 
city limits.

Gentlemen: 


At a meeting of the Traffic Commission, 
held on Friday, January 4th, the Commis- 
sion went on record as not favoring the 
installation of ‘“‘Stop’’ signs at the inter- 
section of Jerome Street and Clemens Ave- 
nue as requested by Ald. Padgett and at 
the intersection of Ray Street and Riley 
Street as requested by Ald. Hungerford. 


In making this recommendation, this 
Commission is not unmindful of the fact 
that accidents have occurred at both of 
these intersections but takes the stand that 
placing of “Stop” signs at isolated inter- 
sections around the city is not the proper 
method of advancing proper traffic control 
facilities in the City. 


In other words, the Commission feels that 


.in the main, “Stop”? signs should only be 


erected, if and when necessary, along the 
entire length of the street which would, 
of course, be designated as a through street 
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es : 
artery. It is felt that the promiscuous 
placing of “‘Stop’”’ signs has a tendency to 
aggravate motorists thereby losing the ef- 
fectiveness of such signs when erected on 
through striet arteries. 


At both of the above mentioned inter- 
sections, appropriate warning signs have 
been erected and it is felt that the re- 
sponsibility is placed on the motorists using 
our streets after warning signs have been 
placed. i 


If “Stop’”’ signs are to be erected at an 
intersection because of the fact that several 
accidents have occurred there, and the 
Council wishes to concur in this practice, 
then it would be easy to furnish a list 
of ten or fifteen isolated intersections in 
the city where at least three or more ac- 
cidents have occurred, thereby increasing 
the number of locations, not being a 
through street, where motorists would have 
to stop. 


It is with this thought in mind that the 
Traffic Commission made their recommenda- 
.tion as stated above.

MAYOR’S MESSAGE—1946 


The year just passed has witnessed the 
termination of a most destructive world- 
wide conflict. Our community has shared 
to the fullest extent in the many endeavors 
needed for the accomplishment of this huge 
task. We, therefore, approach the opening 
of a new year of City government with a 
full measure of gratitude for the wide- 
spread public cooperation that has meant 
ae to Lansing and to the Nation as 
well. 


Since the beginning of hostilities our 
public service extensions have, for the most 
part, been’ stopped. We have had to make 
the most out of the limited labor, equip- 
ment and materials that was available. 
Naturally we are in arrears with our work 
and new equipment will be needed for the 
work to be done. 
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It is fortunate that we have had a long 
range planning program in progress dur- 
ing this war period. We have taken ad- 
vantage of all available State and Federal 
funds for the blue-printing of needed struc- 
tures and public works. This covers proj- 
ects we could use now and would be of 
public benefit and encourage community 
growth. However, our cash on hand is 
limited. We must choose what we can 
afford this year and next year, keeping in 
mind that the needs of private enterprise 
for distressed materials should first be con- 
sidered. We must extend this financial 
planning to include the needed improve- 
ments which are so far out of our reach 
at the present, yet are needed and helpful 
to a growing community. 


Every City Board and Division of Public 
Service anticipate a constant community 
growth and need for extended public serv- 
ice. Extensive expansion is now under way 
at the Water and Light Plant and more 
extensions are planned in this Department. 


The Park Board has many needed im- 
provements planned which will be most 
helpful and wholesome to the proper de- 
velopment of community livelihood. This 
Department could well use, for improve- 
ment, additional acreage in the Vocational 
School area. We should, therefore, con- 
tinue our full support in cooperation with 
the local school authorities to acquire the 
entire properties when avaliable. 


The Police and Fire Board plan to erect 
a new Central Fire station as soon as 
materials are available. The funds are 
now on hand and allocated to this project. 
Other improvements will be made. We 
are now approaching a full complement of 
man-power in both the Police and Fire 
Departments. 


Our Public Service Department will have 
much to do in street and sewer work. It 
is important this be done as rapidly as 
possible. 


Of equal importance is the expansion of 
our Sewerage Disposal Plant. This will 
be costly and take money we do not now 
have.. Many municipalities believe the more 
. equitable method of financing this type of 
operation is for it to be put on a utility 
basis. We must give this matter our early 
consideration. It would be desirable if 
some of our planned bridge work could be 
undertaken in cooperation with the State 
Trunk line program in the not too far 
distant future as we can expect traffic to 
greatly increase. 


A committee is now being formulated to 
plan a memorial hospital in our com- 
munity. We should give this needed proj- 
eet our full support. 


The lack of homes and home building 
materials is one of the most paramount 
issues with which our City is confronted. 
It is to be hoped that every effort that can 
be extended will be exerted for the allevia- 
tion of this condition. 
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An outstanding plan for youth guidance 
is in the process of being formed. This 
will include the close cooperation and par- 
ticipation of existing public agencies and 
will be of real benefit to our community. 


It would be well to again consider the 
re-establishment of a central purchasing 
department. This could be helpful and 
economical to the several] departments of 
government not having enough purchasing 
to employ a purchasing agent. 


I am grateful for the good cooperation 
and helpfulness you have given me during 
the past year. This same cooperation has 
been received from the various Boards, 
Commissions and Departments of Govern- 
ment in all fields of public work. I trust 
this same cooperation will continue in the 
interest of a greater Lansing.

ORDINANCES

(Garbage Collection) 


An ordinance to amend Section 3 and 
7 of the ordinance entitled, ‘“An Ordinance

relative to garbage and the collection and 
disposition thereof.’’ 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Section 3 and 7 of the ordi- 
nance entitled, “An Ordinance relative to 
garbage and the collection and disposi- 
tion thereof,’”? are hereby amended to read 
as follows: 


Section 38. Such can, vessel, tank or con- 
tainer shall be suitable and of convenient 
size to be handled by the garbage collector, 
and shall be kept on the ground level 
so as to be readily accessible for collection. 
Every such can, vessel, tank or container 
shall be promptly delivered to the garbage 
collector when called for, and no person, 
except for such purpose of removal, shall 
in any manner interfere with such can, 
vessel, tank or container, or with the con- 
tents thereof. WHEN EXCHANGED BY 
THE GARBAGE COLLECTOR THE 
USERS OF ALL SUCH CANS, VESSELS 
OR CONTAINERS SHALL REMOVE 
THEM FROM THE PUBLIC SIDEWALKS 
WITHIN 30 MINUTES AFTER PLACE- 
MENT THEREOF BY THE GARBAGE 
COLLECTOR OF EMPTY CANS. 


Section 7. RESIDENTIAL COLLEC- 
TIONS ARE DEFINED AS THOSE IN 
WHICH AT LEAST ONE COLLEC- 
TION IS MADE EACH WEEK EXCEPT 
DURING THE MONTHS OF JULY. 
AUGUST and SEPTEMBER, WHEN COL- 
LECTIONS SHALL BE MORE THAN 
ONCE EACH WEEK IF IN THE JUDG- 
MENT OF THE GARBAGE COLLECTOR 
THE VOLUME OF SUCH GARBAGE IN- 
CREASES. SUFFICIENTLY TO WAR- 
RANT SUCH FURTHER COLLECTIONS. 


COMMERCIAL COLLECTIONS ARE 
THOSE DEFINED AS TWO (2) OR 
MORE COLLECTIONS PER WEEK. 


The cost of the collection and disposal of 
the garbage of the City, except for can 
service as hereinafter provided, shall be 
paid from the general City funds. The 
City shall provide the garbage cans or 
containers required by this ordinance and 
the City Treasurer shall collect in advance 
from the users of such eans a_ service 
charge to help pay the cost and mainten- 
ance of the same as follows: 


For residential collections—Three dollars 
($3.00) per can for the period ending any 
fiscal year, except that if payment is made 
on or before May 15, the service charge 
shall be two dollars and fifty cents ($2.50) 
per can. The service charge for the bal- 
ance of any fiscal year after November 1, 
shall be but one dollar and fifty cents 
($1.50) per can and for the balance of any 
fiscal year after March 1, it shall be 
seventy-five cents (75c) per can.

ORDINANCE 
An ordinance for the purpose of con- 
rolling and eradicating noxious weeds 
ithin the City. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 
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Section 1. Noxious weeds, within the 
meaning of this ordinance, shall include 
Canada thistle (Circium arvense), dodders 
{any species of Cuscuta), mustards (char- 
lock, black mustard and Indian mustard, 
species of Brassica or Sinapis), wild car- 
rot (Daucus carota), bindweed (Convol- 


vulus arvensis), perennial sowthistle (Son-. 


chus arvensis), hoary alyssum (Berteroa 
incana), quack-grass (Syropyron repens), 
crab-grass (Digitaria sanguinalis), poison 
ivy (Rhus toxicodendron), poison sumac 
(Rhus vernix), or other plant or grass 
which, in the opinion of the City Council, 
coming under the meaning of this ordi- 
nance is regarded as a common nuisance. 


Section 2. It shall be the duty of the 
owner of every lot or parcel of land in 
the city on which noxious weed are found 
growing, to destroy the same before they 
reach a seed bearing stage and to prevent 
such weeds from perpetuating themselves. 
If the owner shall fail or neglect to destroy 
the weeds on his lot or parcel of land, 
the City Council shall cause a notice, writ- 
ten or printed, or partly written and 
partly printed to be served on the owner 
or occupant of such property requiring the 
destruction of such weeds within five days 
after service of notice. If service of such 
notice cannot be had upon the owner or 
occupant, it shall be sufficient to post the 
same in some conspicuous place on the 
premises. Such notice shall contain a sum- 
mary of the provisions of this ordinance. 
Failure to give such notice shall not. how- 
ever, constitute a defense to any action to 
enforce the payment of any penalty pro- 
vided for or debt created under the pro- 
visions of this ordinance. 


Section 3. In any case such owner, agent 
or occupant shall refuse neglect to de- 
stroy such noxious weeds of cause the same 
to be destroyed, the. City Council may, 
without further notice, cause the same to 
be done. All cost pertaining to the de- 
struction of such noxious weeds by the 
City shall be paid from the City Treasury 
and the amount thereof assessed ‘against 
the property on the next general assess- 
ment roll of the City. Nothing in this 
ordinance shall apply to weeds in lots or 
parcels of land devoted to flower gardens, 
plots of shrubbery, vegetable gardens or to 
any lots or parcels devoted to growing small 
grains such as wheat, oats, barley or rye. 
In the case of easement, property or prop- 
erties such as abandoned subdivisions, 
gravel pits, and public properties and all 
other lands where definite ownership is 
not known and cannot be established, it 


shall be the duty of the City Council to~ 


cause the destruction of noxious weeds in 
accord with the provisions of this ordi- 
nance. 


Section 4. For the purpose of destroying 
noxious weeds, the Director of Public Serv- 
ice is hereby charged and empowered to 
superintend the same and is authorized and 
directed to secure competent help to 
promptly proceed with the destruction of 
noxious weeds when and often as necessary 
in accord with the provisions of this ordi- 
rance. The Director of Public Service shall, 
so far as practicable, apply ‘the best 
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methods of destruction of noxious weeds 


calculated to prevent their spread and to 
eradicate the same. Express power to so 
enter upon such lots and parcels of land 
and to destroy such noxious weeds is hereby 
conferred upon the Director of Public Serv- 
ice or his duly authorized representative. 
The Director of Public Service in the de- 
struction of weeds shall be subject to such 
rules and regulations as the City Council 
by resolution may adopt. It is the intent 
of this ordinance that the destruction of 
noxious weeds on any lot or parcel of land 
shall be performed in such manner as to 
leave the lot or parcel of land in a neat 
and orderly condition. 


Section 5. Any owner of a lot or parcel 
of land who shall refuse or neglect to de- 
stroy such noxious weeds, as provided in 
this ordinance, shall be subject to a fine 
not less than $10.00 nor more than $100.00; 
said fine, when collected, to be paid to 
the City Treasurer and shall become a part 
of the ‘“‘noxious weed control fund.’’

Gentlemen: 


In view of the vague general charges 
made: by members of the City Council 
against the Lansing Board of Health, the 
Board finds it advisable to bring to the 
attention of Council members certain facts 
pertinent to the departments operation. 


Although the Board of Health has been 
derided for repeatedly wasting tax money, 
a recent computation on record in our de- 
partment shows that Lansing ranks fourth 
lowest in Michigan in its per capita cost 
to the City despite the fact that the Lan- 
sing Board included in its expense those 
of the Building Department while other 
cities excluded this from their report. In 
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each of the past ten years the Board has 
maintained a surplus and returned money, 
$9,341.11, to the City fund. Such facts 
hardly substantiate charges of disregard 
of City funds. 


In an effort to aid in maintaining uni- 
formity in wages and establish a standard 
of qualifications for employees in the De- 
partment, a schedule of qualifications and 
wages was adopted by the Board several 
years prior to a similar attempt by the 
Council. Though virtually the same mem- 
bers now make up the board, Council mem- 
bers who patterned their schedule after 
the board’s now wish to charge them with 
unfamiliarity with the needs of their de- 
partment. 


The matter of providing funds for de- 
partmental expenses for the past year was 
entirely a matter of charity from the 
Council Committees as both the Ways and 
Means and Salary Committees of the Coun- 
cil declined to meet the Health Board Com- 
mittees to discuss salaries and expenditures 
for the ensuing year. Such unstudied ap- 
propriation has forced the Board to oper- 
ate the Department with but one physician 
where three are normally required. An 
example of just such outdated appropria- 
tions is: Director of the Department, 
$4,500; Venereal Disease Clinic physician, 
$4,000; School physician, $3,600. With the 
exception of three months in which part 
time help was obtained, the Director of the 
Department was the only physician em- 
ployed by the Department. Salaries as 
allocated for these positions has not at- 
tracted a single applicant to date. 


The discrepancies in salaries as provided 
in the budget is not limited to the doctors 
in the Department. Other employees re- 
quired to have technical skill and special 
training do not receive recognition in re- 
gard to’ salary paid. As an example, an 
employee on a high technical position 
requiring a degree, was paid $2000 annu- 
ally. In another case a staff veterinarian, 
a qualified veterinary surgeon, received 
an annual salary of $3,025. Other em, 
ployees on much less technical jobs re- 
quiring no special training, were paid 
$2,450 salary with an annual car allowance 
of $250. These discrepancies are not main- 
tained as a wilful policy of the Board of 
Health, but by curtailed appropriations 
from the Council through recommendations 
of the Salary and Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, in- their efforts to establish salaries 
within the Health Department. This at- 
tempt to dictate salaries within the Health 
Department is a direct violation of the 
City Charter which particularly designates 
this responsibility to the Board of Health. 

Any additional information relative to 
the operation and functions of the Health 
Department will gladly be submitted to the 
Council upon request.

ntlemen: 


At the recent special session of the 
gislature certain amendments were made 


' 
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to the Homestead Exemption laws, which 
deal with the matter of refunding taxes 
paid by service men in the years 1940 to 
1944, inclusive, which I feel should be 
ealled. to your attention. 


Paragraph ‘‘e’”’ of Subdivision 11 reads 


as follows: 


“Special homestead exemption to serv- ‘ 
icemen of World War II. 


“All real estate to the value of 
$2,000.00 used and owned as a home- 
stead by any soldier or sailor of the 
federal government who shall have 
entered service after December 31, 
1939, including all taxes assessed or 
payable on such real estate during the 
periods of such service and for 1 year 
thereafter; and if .such soldier or 
sailor shall have died in line of duty 
and not as the result of his own mis- 
conduct while in such service, for 1 
year after such death.” 


Paragraph “g’’ of Subdivision 11 reads 
as folows: 


“Refund if above specially exempted 
taxes are paid. 


“If any of the taxes specially ex- 
empted in paragraph (e) above, for the 
years 1940, 1941, 1942, 1943, and 1944, 
shall have been paid, the governing 
body of the county, city, village, towp- 
ship, or school district, shall authorize 
the refund of the taxes of such unit for 
such years. Such refunds shall be 
made from local contingent or general 
or undesignated funds under the con- 
trol of the refunding unit, and reim- 
bursement from the funds of the State 
of Michigan will be made to the units 
making such refunds. Such refunds 
shall be made only to such soldier or 
sailor himself, his attorney in fact 
authorized to receive the same, or his 
personal representative. When a 
county, city, village, township, or 
school district has, prior to the effec- 
tive date of this act, made such _re- 
funds, this act shall be deemed to 
legalize the refunding action of such 
unit, and shall be construed to obligate 
the state to reimburse from the general 
fund ‘of the state any such refunds 
for taxes of any year prior to 1945. 
The auditor general shall prescribe 
the form of affidavit to be used for 
refunds.” 


I am calling this to your attention be- 


cause these changes have been given im- 
mediate effect, this office is already re- 
ceiving inquiries regarding such refunds 
as are mentioned in these amendments, and 
it will undoubtedly require some action 
by your body to set a procedure for mak- 
ing these refunds.

At your regular meeting held on Febru- 
ary 4, 1946, you instructed Chief Hugh 
Fisher to inspect the alleys of the down- 
town business district and make a report 
relative to certain fire hazards. Inasmuch 
as there are several very hazardous con- 
ditions in the downtown No.°1 Fire Dis- 
trict, your Board of Police and Fire Com- 
mission also took the matter under ad- 
visement. 


A complete survey was made by Chief 
Hugh Fisher, members of the Fire Preven- 
tion Bureau, and the writer, who was in- 
structed by the Board to make such an 
inspection. 


There are several business buildings 
which have no exit or entrance other than 
a single door facing the street. These 
conditions have “long been known by our 
Fire Prevention Bureau and letters have 
been issued recommending that another 
means of egress be provided. In many 
cases, this presents a very difficult situa- 
tion, due to the fact that adjoining prop- 
erty owners have erected fences or brick 
walls on the edge of their property line, 
which was within their legal rights. This 
prevents any escape from the rear part of 
the buildings, and in case of sudden and 
intense fire at the front part of the build- 
ings, the lives of all those inside would 
be endangered. 


Reference is made in this respect to 
property located at the following addresses: 
100, 106, 107, 109 and 111 N. Washington 
Avenue; 117, 119, 121 and 123 S. Wash- 
ington "Avenue; 120 W. Allegan Street 
and 228 S. Capitol Avenue. 


We are informed that under the present 
fire ordinances, there is no way in which 
property owners can be compelled to make 
these necessary changes, and it would no 
doubt require action on your part to amend 
our present fire ordinances before any of 
these conditions could be corrected.

d in a daily newspaper selected by 
Common: Council. When necessary, the 
ding Commissioner, or his assistants 
order the vacation of the premises 
nsafe condition as well as adjacent 
ises, and may divert traffic from 
ts and sidewalks. 
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The Department of Police shall, upon 
written request of the Department of 
Buildings, summarily enforce such orders 
of vacation and divert traffic where neces- 
sary. 


Should the owner, his agent, tenant, or 
other interested party fail to remedy the 
unsafe conditions, the Building Commis- 
sioner, or his assistants with the sanction 
of the DIRECTOR OF PUBLIC SERVICE 
shall proceed to tear down or otherwise 
make safe the unsafe condition, and shall 
report the facts and the costs of doing this 
work to the Common Council who shall 
order the cost paid to the one performing 
the work, and shall assess the sum against 
the property in question. 


Section 1.19. When the Department shall 
find any building or other structure to be 
in violation of this code in any part, the 
Building Commissioner shall cause to be 
sent to the owner, or if such owner can 
not be found, to his agent or tenant, a 
written notice of such facts. bearing the 
signature of the Building Commissioner. 
Such notice shall state the nature of the 
violation and date when such defects shall 
be remedied. At the expiration of this 
time a second notice shall be served per- 
sonally upon the owner or his agent as 
herein set forth. Should the necessary 
changes not be made within thirty (30) 
days after service of such second notice, 
the DIRECTOR OF PUBLIC SERVICE 
may order the Building Commissioner to 
proceed with the work of making such 
changes. A statement of the cost of such 
work shall be transmitted to the Common 
Council who shall cause the sum to be paid 
and levied as a special assessment against 
the property. Should the owner or his 
agents refuse peaceable entry to the Build- 
ing Commissioner or his agents, the Build- 
ing Commissioner shall apply to any court 
of competent jurisdiction who, upon find- 
ing his statement of facts to be true and 
in accordance with this ordinance, shall 


issue the necessary writs of entry to the 
premises. 


Proper service as required herein shall 
be personal service upon the owner of 
record if he shall be within the City of 
Lansing. If he shall not be within the 
City of Lansing, such service may be had 
upon any person accustomed to collect 
rents upon the property in question who 
may be in Lansing, and in the absence of 
such a one, upon the tenant of the 
premises. Should such premises be vacant 
and the owner be not in Lansing, service 
will be complete when such a notice is 
sent by registered mail to the best address 
obtainable from the records of Ingham 
County. Whenever the owner, agent or 
tenant is a corporation, service may be 
upon the president, vice-president, secre- 
tary, or treasurer, or in the absence of 
all these local representatives of such cor- 
poration. 


Ald. Eddy introduced the following ordi- 
nance which was read a first and second 
time by its title and referred to the Com- 
mittee on Ordinances: 
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An ordinance to amend the title and 
Section 2 of an ordinance entitled: ‘‘An 
Ordinance to prevent animals from run- 
ning at large in the City of Lansing, and 
to prevent animals from being herded in 
the streets, alleys or public parks of said 
city, and to prevent the keeping of poultry, 
rabbits and goats within the residence dis- 
trict of the City of Lansing and providing 
penalties for the violation hereof.”’ 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. The title and Section 2 of the 
ordinance entitled: ‘‘An Ordinance to pre 
vent animals from running at large in the 
City of Lansing, and to prevent the keep- 
ing of poultry, rabbits and goats within the 
residence district of the City of Lansing 
and providing penalties for the violation 
hereof,’’ are hereby amended to read as 
follows: 


TITLE 


An Ordinance to prevent animals from 
running at large in the City of Lansing, 
to prevent animals from being herded in 
the streets, alleys or public parks of said 
city, and to prevent the keeping of horses, 
cows, pigs, poultry, rabbits and goats 
within the City of Lansing and providing 
penalties for the violation hereof. 


Section 2. No horses, cows, pigs, ducks, 
turkeys, geese, chickens, or other poultry, 
rabbits and goats shall at any time be 
permitted to run at large, and no person 
shall keep or confine any horses, cows, pigs, 
poultry, rabbits or goats on any premises 
or in any. stable, pen, coop, barn, rabbitry, 
or poultry park within the corporate limits 
of the City of Lansing, either as owners 
or agents, within a distance of 200 feet 
from any dwelling house, hotel, apart- 
ment house, or rooming house, except such 
places as are now provided for by railroads 
for shipping, provided, however, that poul- 
try may be dressed and kept for sale in 
buildings located in the “C’’ Commercial, 
“D” Industrial, and ‘“E’”’ Un-restricted 
districts of the City of Lansing as deter- 
mined under the provisions of the zoning 
ordinance in case the same buildings are 


not used for the handling of other food, 


or for human residence. 


This ordinance is not intended to prohibit 
any person from keeping horses, cows, pigs, 
ducks, turkeys, geese, chickens, or other 
poultry, rabbits and goats, so long as the 
consent of all the owners or occupants of 
residences, dwelling houses, apartment 
houses, or rooming houses within 200 feet 
of the nearest portion of any stable, pen, 
coop, barn, rabbitry or poultry park, or 
other enclosure where such horses, cows, 
pigs, ducks, turkeys, geese, chickens, or 
other poultry and rabbits and goats are 
kept, is secured in writing by the- person 
desiring to keep horses, cows, pigs, ducks, 
turkeys, geese, chickens, or other poultry, 
rabbits and goats, and filed with the City 
‘Clerk. Im case any person is keeping 
horses, cows, pigs, ducks, turkeys, geese, 
chickens, or other poultry, rabbits and 
goats, at the time of the passage of this 
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ordinance, consent as above required shall 
be filed within thirty days. 


Nothing: in this ordinance shall under 
any circumstances prohibit the keeping of 
horses in any F, G, H or I District, as 
defined by the zoning ordinance of the 
City of Lansing adopted on August 31. 
1942, or on any premises or in any build. 
ing in any A, B, C or D District as de. 
fined by said ordinance where said premises 
or building is now being put te -» non: 
conforming use.

ORDINANCES 


The Committee on Ordinances _intro-

An ordinance to amend Sections 3 and 
12 of an ordinance of the City of Lansing 
entitled, “‘An ordinance to regulate and 
control the alcoholic liquor traffic within 
the City of Lansing; and to _ provide 
penalties for the violation thereof.’’ 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Sections 3 and 12 of an ordi- 
nance of the City of Lansing entitled, ‘‘An 
Ordinance to regulate and control the alco- 
holic liquor traffic within the City of Lan- 
sing; and to provide penalties for the vio- 
lation thereof,’ are hereby amended to 
read as follows: 


Section 8. No license for selling alco- 
holic liquor shall be approved by the City 
Council except under the following condi- 
tions : 


(a) Unless the person applying for a 
license, or each member of the partnership 
or the majority of the stockholders of the 
corporation holding a majority of the stock, 
shall be ‘citizens of the United States, 
AND RESIDENTS OF THE STATE OF 
MICHIGAN. 


(b) Unless in the case of a class ‘‘A’”’ 
restaurant, the applicant had had an estab- 
lished restaurant business in the City of 
Lansing for six months immediately pre- 
ceding the time of the application. — 


(c) Unless in the case of a class ‘‘A” 
restaurant or a beer garden, tavern or 
cabaret located in a residential neighbor- 
hood, there be filed with the City Clerk, 
the written consent of sixty per cent of the 
property owners according to total front- 
age on any public street within a radius 
of three hundred feet of the site of the 
proposed place of business. 


(d) Unless the City Council shall be of 
the opinion that the applicant is a fit per- 
on to operate under the license applied 
or. 


(e) Unless the premises for which ap- 
plication is made are confined to the street 
level floor commonly known as the first or 
ground floor, except where said premises 
are located within the fire limits of the 
city. 


(f) Unless the premises for which appli- 
cation is made shall not be within five 
hundred feet of any church or other place 
of worship or school located outside of the 
fire limits of the City of Lansing. 


Section 12. No alcoholic liquor shall be 
offered for sale at any licensed places for 
consumption on the premises on any Sun- 
day OR UPON ANY primary election, 
general election, or municipal election day 
DURING THE HOURS FIXED BY 
STATUTES OF THE STATE OF MICHI- 
GAN UNTIL AFTER THE POLLS ARE 
CLOSED.

Under the provisions of Act 318, Public 
Acts of 1927, it is provided that in cities 
and villages, the State Highway Commis- 
sioner is authorized, in his discretion, to 
establish the speed, which is prima facie 
lawful, upon the trunkline highways out- 
side the business district. 


In compliance with this act, the State 
Highway Department has informed me that 
a survey has been made of the trunkline 
streets within the corporate limits of the 
City of Lansing and that on these streets 
the following prima facie speed limits 
should apply: 


M-43 .(Michigan Avenue) from the east 
city limits to Larch Street—-25 M.P.H. 


M-43 (Saginaw Street) from Capitol Ave- 
nue to the west city limits—25 M.P.H. 


US-1287 (Cedar Street) from the south city 
limits to Kalamazoo Street—25 M.P.H. 


US-16 (Grand River Avenue) from the shot 
city limits to Marshall Street—35 M.P.H. 


US-16 (Grand River Avenue) from Mar- 
shall Street to North Street—25 M.P.H. 


US-16 (Grand River Avenue) from North 
Street to the west city limits—35 M.P.H. 


US-127 (Larch Street} from the north city 
limits to McKinley Street—-35 M.P.H. 


US-27 (Larch Street, Saginaw Street, Capi- 
tol Avenue and Main Street) from Mce-

With the exception of the stated speed 
given for M-99, between the south city 
limits and Mount Hope Avenue on Logan 
Street, which is given as 35 miles per hour, 
I am recommending to the Council that 
they adopt, officially, the designated speeds 
given for the various trunklines. With 
reference to M-99, I would like to recom- 
mend that the speed be retained at 25 miles 
per hour due to the built-up condition on 
south Logan Street. 


Upon the adoption of these stated speed 
limits, the State Highway Department pro- 
poses to erect, at frequent intervals, proper 
signs designating the speed on that section 
of the state highway. 


The estimated cost of erecting these 
signs, which would be done by the Traffic 
Engineering Division of the City, would 
be approximately $1,300 of which the State 
would pay 50% according to their contract 
with the City. 


As a considerable volume of city traffic 
is handled on these highways, frequent 
posting of speed limits would be an aid 
to the Police Department in their enforce- 
ment program and I am therefore recom- 
mending that approval be given ‘to the 
above stated expenditures for proper sign- 
ing of these routes:

TITLE 


An ordinance to prevent animals from 
running at large in the City of Lansing, 
to prevent animals from being herded in 
the streets, alleys or public parks of said 
City, and to prevent the keeping of horses, 
cows, pigs, PIGEONS OF ANY VARIETY, 
poultry, rabbits and goats within the City 
of Lansing and providing penalties for 
the violation hereof. 


Section 2. No_ horses, cows, pigs, 
PIGEONS OF ANY VARIETY, ducks, 
turkeys, geese, chickens, or other poultry, 
rabbits and goats shall at any time be 
permitted to run at large, and no person 
shall keep or confine any horses, cows, pigs, 
PIGEONS OF ANY VARIETY, poultry, 
rabbits or goats on any premises or in 
any. stable, pen, coop, barn, rabbitry or 
poultry park within the corporate limits 
of the City of Lansing, either as owners 
or agents, within a distance of 200 feet 
from any dwelling house, hotel, apartment 
house, or rooming house, except such places 
as are now provided for by railroads for 
shipping, provided, however, that poultry 
may be dressed and kept for sale in build- 
ings located in the “C’’ Commercial, ‘‘D’’ 
Industrial, and “E’’ Unrestricted Districts 
of the City of Lansing as determined under 
the provisions of the zoning ordinance in 
case the same buildings are not used for 
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the handling of other food, or for human 
residence. 


This ordinance is not intended to prohibit 
any person from keeping horses, cows, pigs, 
PIGEONS OF ANY VARIETY, ducks, 
turkeys, geese, chickens, or other poultry, 
rabbits and goats so long as the consent 
of all the owners or occupants of resi- 
dences, dwelling houses, apartment houses 
or rooming houses within 200 feet of the 
nearest portion of any stable, pen, coop, 
barn, rabbitry or poultry park, or other 
enclosure where such horses. cows, pigs, 
PIGEONS OF ANY VARIETY, ducks, 
turkeys, geese, chickens, or other poultry 
and rabbits and goats are kept, is secured 
in writing by the persons desiring to keep 
horses, cows, pigs, PIGEONS OF ANY 
VARIETY, ducks, turkeys, geese, chickens, 
or other poultry, rabbits and goats, and 
filed with the City Clerk. In case any per- 
son is keeping horses, cows, pigs, 
PIGEONS OF ANY VARIETY, ducks, 
turkeys, geese, chickens or other poultry, 
rabbits and goats, at the time of the pas- 
sage of this ordinance, consent as above 
required shall be filed within thirty days.

CITY OF LANSING EMPLOYMENT 
RULES AND REGULATIONS 


The Labor Relations Committee of the 
City Council recommends the adoption of 
the following rules and regulations for all 
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City employees who are not under the 
jurisdiction of a Board: 


1. POLICY: Any employee or employees 
shall have the right and privilege of ap- 
pearing before the Department Head, the 
Labor Relations Committee of the City 
Council or the City Council. 


2. GRIEVANCES: Any employee feel- 
ing himself aggrieved shall personally re- 
port said grievance to the Foreman and 
if after a reasonable time the employee 
feels that the Foreman has ignored his 
grievance or the same has not been settled 
satisfactorily to him he may go directly 
to the Department Head, and if, after a 
reasonable time the employee feels that 
the Department Head has _ ignored his 
grievance or the same has not been settled 
satisfactorily to him,. he may go directly 
to the Labor Relations Committee of the 
City Council, and if, after a reasonable 
time the employee feels that the Labor 
Relations Committee of the City Council 
has ignored his grievance, or the same has 
not been settled satisfactorily to him. he 
may go to the City Council as a whole. 


3. HOURS: Forty hours shall constitute 
a work week, and eight hours a work day, 
for which the regular hourly rate shall 
be paid and time and one-half thereafter 
shall be paid to hourly employees. All em- 
ployees who work four or more hours be- 
tween 7:00 P.M. and 8:00 A.M. shall re- 
ceive 5c per hour premium pay for each 
hour, up to eight hours, worked in that 
shift. This premium of 5c per hour is to 
be added to the total wages and does not 
increase the pay rate. Any week in which 
a holiday falls shall be figured as a 32 
hour week and overtime pay at time and 
one-half shall be paid after 32 hours when 
the holiday falls within the work week. 
Time and one-half shall also be paid to any 
employee required to work on any holiday, 
and double time shall be paid for the 
seventh consecutive day in any calendar 
week to all employees so required to work. 
The holidays referred to herein are New 
Year’s Day, Decoration Day, July 4th, 
Labor Day, Thanksgiving and Christmas. 


4. SENIORITY: Shall be based on con- 
tinuous service: 


(a) Employees of the City of Lansing 
who enter the Armed Forces of the United 
States in the present emergency shall be 
given: a leave of absence from their posi- 
tions, and upon their Honorable Discharge 
and if physically fit to perform the duties 
of the position which they held upon en- 
tering the service, shall be reinstated to 
such position or one comparable to it with 
seniority rights computed to the date of 
re-entering City employment: Provided, 
that application be made within 90 days 
after such discharge. 


(b) That anyone who obtains a written 
leave of absence shall retain his seniority 
upon his return to city employment. 
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(c) That anyone absent due to sickness 
or accident who can furnish a medical 
certificate to that effect and who can show 
that he has not accepted employment else- 
where during time off, not to exceed two 
years, shall be considered in continuous 
service of the City. 


(d) Employees shall be considered tem- 
porary until such time as they have worked 
six months. 


(e) That any person who shall quit his 
employment with the City shall immedi- 
ately forfeit all seniority rights and any 
person who may be laid off from em- 
ployment by the City and who is not 
re-employed by the City within one year, 
shall forfeit all accumulated seniority. 


5. BULLETIN BOARDS: Each Depart- 
ment will provide a bulletin board for the 
exclusive use of its employees. 


6. REPORT PAY: Any person request- 
ing to report for work with no work avail- 
able shall receive a minimum of two hours 
of “hour pay” at the regular hourly rate. 


7. SICK LEAVE: Employees with 6 
months service or less—no sick leave; em- 
ployees with over 6 months and up to 2 
years service—2 weeks @ $20.00 per week 
after first week per year. 


Employees with over 2 years and up to 
5 years service—3 weeks @ $20.00 per week 
after first week per year. 


Employees with over 5 years and up to 
10 years service—4 weeks @ $20.00 per 
week after first week per year. 


Employees with over 10 years service— 
5 weeks @ $20.00 per week after first week 
per year. 


Balance of unused sick leave not to ex- 
ceed 2 weeks. per year cumulative for 
period not to exceed 4 years plus sick leave 
for current year. Maximum in any case 
not to exceed 13 weeks. 


Sick leave to be granted upon written 
application of the employee which in all 
cases must be accompanied by a physician’s 
certificate or other satisfactory evidence. 


No sick leave pay to be granted for the 
first week of disability until employee has 
been disabled for 21 consecutive days in 
which case sick leave shall start from first 
day of disability. 


No sick leave pay to be granted in com- 
pensable accident cases where employees 
receive workmen’s compensation. 


8. WAGE AND HOURS: All questions 
concerning wage and hours shall be dis- 
cussed with the Labor Relations Commit- 
tee whose duty it is to discuss such mat- 
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ters with the Salary, Ways and Means 
Committee of the City Council and it shall 
be the duty of the Salary, Ways and Means 
Committee to bring the question before the 
City Council as a whole for final disposi- 
tion. 


9. VACATIONS: All regular full time 
City employees who are paid on an, hourly 
or weekly basis and who have worked one 
year or more for the City of Lansing shall 
receive vacation with pay under the fol- 
lowing rules: 


(a) All regular hourly rate employees 
having from 1 to 3 years service, inclusive, 
shall be given one week vacation with pay 
annually. Regular hourly rate employees 
with more than 3 years service shall be 
given 2 weeks vacation with pay annually, 
if accrued and earned, which shall be pre- 
dicated upon one day of vacation for each 
180 hours employed, but not to exceed two 
calendar weeks, and they shall be paid 
during said vacation period on the basis 
of the normal work week for the job or 
elass of work on which they are regularly 
employed, and at the authorized rate of 
pay at the time the vacation is taken. 


(b) Weekly employees shall be entitled 
to two calendar weeks vacation per year 
if accrued and earned which shall be pre- 
dicated upon one day of vacation for each 
four and one-third weeks employed, but 
not to exceed two calendar weeks per year 
and they shall be paid on the basis of 
a five day work week at the authorized 
rate of pay at the time the vacation is 
taken. 


(c) Seasonal employees, entitled to vaca- 
tion leave, shall receive one day’s leave 
for each 180 hours worked, the whole not 
to exceed two calendar weeks and _ shall 
be paid therefor on the basis of five eight 
hour days per week at the hourly rate 
authorized for the job prevailing at the 
time vacation is taken. 


(d) An employee, upon request of his 
Department Head, may waive his rights to 
his vacation and continue to work, instead, 
receiving therefor his. regular pay in addi- 
tion to his vacation pay. 


(e) For computing vacations for the . 


calendar year 1945 the accrual of time em- 
ployed shall begin on May 1, 1944. Vaca- 
tion schedules for employees of all depart- 
ments shall be developed by the Depart- 
ment Heads. It shall be the policy of each 
Department Head to schedule vacations 
over as wide a period as possible in order 
to eliminate the necessity of extra help. 


10. AMENDMENTS: A copy of these 
rules and regulatoins, together with any 
amendments, shall be posted on the em- 
ployee’s bulletin board.

Gentlemen : 


In April of this year, the Council ap- 
proved a recommendation of the Traffic 
Commission whereby all parking was pro- 
hibited on the east side of South Cedar 
Street between Mount Hope Avenue and 
the city limits. This regulation has aided 
materially in moving traffic on this heavy 
street which is now bottlenecked north 
of the Mount Hope Avenue intersection. 


At the present time, there is no parking 
on the east side of Cedar Street from Mount 
Hope Avenue to Baker Street and on the 
west side of Cedar Street from Hazel Street 
to Kalamazoo Street. Between Baker Street 
and Hazel Street parking is prohibited on 
both sides of the street due to the proxim- 
ity of the Reo and the former Nash- 
Kelvinator plants. 


The Council, no doubt, is aware of the 
fact that Cedar Street is only 30 feet wide 
north of Mount Hope Avenue and the 
traffic count on this street shows an aver- 
age of 15,000 vehicles per day. At a meet- 
ing of the Traffic Commission held on 
Wednesday, July 3rd, this condition was 
discussed and the Commission believes that 
it would be desirable to prohibit parking, 
where parking is now allowed, between the 
hours of 7 A.M. and 9 A.M. and from 
4 P.M. to 6 P.M. These are the two heavy 
periods of traffic movements on Cedar 
Street and the Commission believes that if 
parking were prohibited on both sides dur- 
ing those hours, considerable congestion 
would be eliminated. 


It is therefore recommended that the ordi- 
nance be amended on this regulation.

the direction of any traffic control sign or 
signal or any police officer at such inter- 
section. 


It shall not be necessary for a driver of 
a vehicle to stop at any stop street when a 
police officer or traffic control signal indi- 
cates that he may proceed.. 


The Traffic Commission is hereby author- 
ized and required to place and maintain 
or cause to be placed and maintained on 
each and every street intersecting a stop 
street designated above, and at or near the 
property line of the stop street, appropri- 
ate signs upon the streets, and in addition 
thereto may place and maintain any ap- 
propriate device or marks in the roadway, 
such signs, devices or marks to bear the 
word “Stop”? and such signs to be located 
in such position, and to be provided with 
letters of a size to be clearly legible from 
a distance of at least one hundred feet 
along the street intersecting the stop street.

Gentlemen : 


For sometime the City Plan Commission 
has felt that our height and area regula- 
tions in the apartment and business dis- 
tricts are too restrictive. Even to a degree 
which has been prohibitive to the erection 
and profitable operation of desirable struc- 
tures in these areas. 


We, therefore, have made a_ thorough 
study of this problem, a survey of fifteen 
capitol and industrial cities of comparable 
size to Lansing, and have sought the 
opinions of leading architects. 


As a result of our findings we recom- 
mend to your honorable body the follow- 
ing changes in the Zoning Ordinance for 
the City of Lansing: 


1. That the maximum height of buildings 
in the “D’’ Apartment and “E’’ Apart- 


ment Shop Districts be ninety feet, ex-. 


cept for elevator penthouses and other 
similar mechanical or electrical equip- 
ment which may extend above this 
ninety (90) foot limit, but shall not be 
within fifteen (15) feet of any street 
side of the building. 


2. That hotels be included in uses per- 
mitted in the ‘SD’ Apartment District 
with the same height restrictions. 


3. That the maximum height at the lot 
line, of any building in the ‘“‘G’”’ Busi- 
ness District be one hundred twenty 
(120) feet with a set back of one (1) 
foot from each lot line, except the rear 
lot line, for each three (3) feet in 
Zvi above one hundred twenty (120) 
eet. 


That in the case of a corner lot, the 
rear lot line be that which lays along 
an alley or in the absence of an alley 
it be the side opposite the shortest 
frontage. 


4. That a new “D-M” Multiple Dwelling 
District be established atthe perimeter 
of the “D’”? Apartment District. 


5. That the maximum height of any build- 
ing in the “D-M” Multiple Dwelling 
District be forty-five (45) feet. 
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6. That use regulations in the ‘D-M’”’ 
Multiple Dwelling District be the same 
as those in Section 6 of the Zoning 
Ordinance as of June 1, 1946. 


7. That the land area requirements in 
the “D’’ Apartment District and “E’’ 
Apartment Shop District, be six hundred 
fifty (650) square feet per family for 
two or more room apartments and five 
hundred (500) square feet per family 
for one room apartments. 


That area requirements may be pro- 


portioned between these two _ restric- 
tions for any building containing both 
one and two room apartments. 


8. That the land area requirements in the 
“D-M”’ Multiple Dwelling District be 
one thousand (1,000) square feet per 
family. 


9. That yard requirements in the “D-M’’ 
Multiple Dwelling District be the same 
as those in Section 14 of the Zoning 
Ordinance as of June 1, 1946. 


10. That in the “D-M’” Multiple Dwelling 
District when the total land area on 
which an apartment house is to be 
built is one hundred thousand (100,000) 
or more square feet and is surrounded 
on all sides by public streets (not 
alleys) the height and area regulations 
for the “D-M’’ Multiple Dwelling Dis- 
trict shall be waived and the height 
and area regulations for the “D”’’ 
Apartment District shall apply, except 
that an additional set back from each 
boundary line of one (1) foot for each 
one (1) foot in height above forty-five 
(45) feet or three (3) stories be re- 
quired.

Gentlemen : 


At a meeting of the Traffic Commission, 
held on Friday, August 9th, the following 
matters were acted upon by the Commis- 
sion and are being forwarded to the City 
Council for favorable consideration. 


1. The Commission recommended _ that 
Jenison Avenue be extended as a “Stop” 
Street, from Saginaw Street to Willow 
Street. 


At the present time, Jenison Avenue 
is a protected street from St. Joseph 
Street to Saginaw Street and due to the 
. volume of traffic carried and the assum- 
ption by motorists that they are on a 


protected street, north of Saginaw 
Street, is the reason that this is made. 


2. The Commission recommends that east- 


bound traffic on Main Street be required 
to “Stop’’ before entering River Street. 


This recommendation is being made 
in view of the fact that River Street, 
south of Main Street, across the River 
Street bridge, is very narrow and traf- 

' fic has a tendency to hug the center of 
the street. Vehicles turning right off 
of River Street onto Main Street are 
required to swing practically in the 
center of the street and this, of course, 
causes a rather hazardous condition. 


These facts, together with the fact 
that vision of the southwest corner of 
this intersection is very bad, is the 
reason that this recommendation is 
made. 


3. The Commission recommends that the 


“No Parking” restriction be removed 
on the north side of Rockford Road, 
between Cedar Street and Maplewood 
Avenue, except that portion immedi- 
ately adjacent to the property at the 
northwest corner of Cedar Street and 
Rockford Road, being in all a distance 
of 150 feet. 


This suggestion meets with the ap- 
proval of the property owner. 


4. The Traffic Commission considered the 
petition , requesting reconsideration of 
the action making Jerome Street a 
Stop” Street. ’ 


It is the recommendation of the Com- 
mission that the ordinance be permitted 
to stand as passed and that any unsatis- 
factory results occurring due to this 
action would be reported to the City 


Council with suitable recommendations 


for changes. 


5. The Traffic Commission considered a 
petition for a traffic light or stop sign 
at the intersection of Butler and Alle- 
gan Streets. 


Jt was the recommendation of the 
Commission that no action be taken on 
this petition other than the repainting 
of the intersection and relocation of 
warning signs. The visibility in all 
four directions, at this location, is ex- 
cellent and only proper driving is re- 
quired by motorists to prevent addi- 
tional accidents at this intersection.

liability in case of personal injury or 
property damage resulting from any acci- 
dents which might occur while responding 
to calls of this nature. 


We are therefore referring this matter 
to your Honorable Body for consideration, 
and ask that you instruct us as to the 
Policy which must be followed in the 
future. ’

In March of 1944, the Traffic Commission 
recommended to the City Council that a 
two car cab-stand be designated on the 
west side of the 100 block of South Grand 
Avenue.

him for action. I find, however, that Sec- 
tion 28, of the Traffic Ordinance, reads as 
follows: 


* Bus Stops and Taxi-Cab Stands

taxi-cab stands. 


My purpose in bringing this to the at- 
tention of the Council at this time is that 
on numerous octasions as Many as six 
cabs, representing both local cab com- 
panies, have been parked in front of the 
bus terminal apparently awaiting passen- 
gers. I believe that the Council is well 
acquainted with the congestion in this block 
as well as the fact that during some hours 
of the day, it is necessary for busses to 
use curb space for loading purposes. 


In view of the condition that exists at 
this time, I would suggest that if a cab 
stand does exist here, it be reduced to at 
least one cab from each company or better 
still be eliminated entirely until such time 
as other arrangements will be made by 
the bus company to load their busses inside 
the terminal.

hereafter erected or altered, to regulate 
and determine the area of yards, courts 
and other open spaces surrounding build- 
ings, to limit and restrict the maximum 
number of families which may be housed 
in dwellings hereafter erected or altered, 
and for said purposes to divide the city 
into districts and within such districts to 
regulate and restrict the erection, con- 
struction, reconstruction, alteration, repair 
or use of buildings, structures and land, 
to provide for the administration of said 
regulations and to prescribe penalties for 
the violation of the provisions hereof, and 
to provide for the enforcement hereof, and 
to repeal the Zoning Ordinance passed June 
18th, 1927, and all amendments thereto 
and all other ordinances or parts of or- 
dinances in conflict herewith.”’ 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 

Section 1. Section 4 of the ordinance 
entitled, ‘“‘An Ordinance to regulate and 
restrict the location of trades and indus- 
tries and the location of buildings designed 
for specified uses, to regulate and limit the 
height and bulk of buildings hereafter 
erected or altered, to regulate and deter- 
mine the area of yards, courts and other 
open spaces surrounding buildings, to limit 
and restrict the maximum number of fami- 
lies which may be housed in dwellings 
hereafter erected or altered, and for said 
purposes to divide the city into districts 
and within such districts to regulate and 
restrict the erection, construction, recon- 
struction, alteration, repair or use of build- 
ings, structures and land, to provide for 
the administration of said regulations and 
to prescribe penalties for the violation of 
the provisions hereof, and to provide for 
the enforcement hereof, and to repeal the 
Zoning Ordinance passed June 13th, 1927, 
and all amendments thereto and all other 
ordinances or parts of ordinances in con- 
flict herewith,” is hereby amended by add- 
ing thereto a new sub-section to stand as 
sub-section six (6). 


SECTION 4 
Use Regulations 
“RB” Residence District 


In the “‘B” Residence District, no build- 
ing or land shall be used and no building 
shall be hereafter erected, converted or 
structurally altered, unless otherwise pro- 
vided in this ordinance, except for one or 
more of the following uses: 
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(1) Any use permitted in the “A” One- 
Family District. 


(2) Libraries. 
(3) Churches. 


(4) “Cokadunity centers owned and 
operated by public agencies. 


(5) Accessory buildings and uses cus- 
tomarily incident to the above uses 
not involving the conduct of a 
business, and one private garage 
or private stable, provided, how- 
ever, that no detached building for 
any of these accessory uses shall 
be located within sixty (60) feet 
of any front lot line. 


(6) NO CHURCH SHALL BE ERECT- 
ED, OR THE SEATING CAPA- 
CITY OF THE AUDITORIUM OF 
ANY EXISTING CHURCH BE 
INCREASED OR ANY BUILD- 
ING BE CONVERTED TO 

- CHURCH USE WITHIN THIS 
DISTRICT UNLESS THERE IS 
PROVIDED ON THE SAME LOT 
OR WITHIN THREE HUNDRED 
(300) FEET THEREOF, A SPACE 
FOR OFF-STREET PARKING 
WHICH CONTAINS AN AREA 
ADEQUATE TO ACCOMMODATE 
ONE (1) AUTOMOBILE FOR 
EVERY FOUR (4) SEATS IN 
THE AUDITORIUM.

Gentlemen: 


The 1938 Lansing City Plan calls for 
bridges to be built across both the Grand 
and the Red Cedar Rivers at Hazel Street. 
and these bridges were included in the 
post war projects of the City, being given 
sixth place priority on that program. 


Since the time of the preparation of: 
that program, it has become continually 
more apparent that the crossing of the 
Grand River at Main Street would offer 


the greatest relief to East-West traffic. This | 


bridge, which is not in the 1938 Plan, has 
been recommended by the City Engineer, 
approved by, the City Plan Commission, 
and adopted by the City Council. 


The need for bridges at Elm, Hazel, and 
Main Streets is very doubtful, and the ad- 
vantages of bridging at Hazel are much 
less than at Main Street. Main Street will 
provide a major East-West artery from the 
west city limits to Shepard Street and 
with little expense, could be extended to 
Fairview, with an under-pass at the Pere 
Marquette Railroad. Main Street is now 
bridged over the Michigan Central Rail- 
road, and the new bridge will over-pass the 
N.Y.C. Railroad and River Street. 


Hazel Street ends at Holmes Street, ‘and 
will carry traffic only 5 blocks further ehst 
than Elm Street does now, and 8 blocks 
less than Main Street improved. Any ex- 
tension of Hazel Street to the east would 
be very costly. Hazel Street crosses both 
the New York and Michigan Central tracks 
at grade. 


Main Street will provide river crossings 
at Kalamazoo, than 4 blocks (1600 ft.) 
sonth to Main, then 3 blocks (1300 ft.) 
south to Elm Street. A seemingly desirable 
spacing, as it is the universal opinion of 
Highway, Traffic, and Planning Engineers 
that it is much better to spread or space 
thoroughfares, rather than to group them 
close together, thus permitting an easier 
flow of neighborhood traffic, as well as less 
congested through traffic. 


The bridging of both Main and Hazel 
would require traffic lights at 3 consecu- 
tive corners (Main, Hazel and Elm) on 
South Washington, one of our busy North- 
South thoroughfares. 


The extension of Olds Avenue would 
cross the recently acquired City Park ly- 
ing between Townsend Street and the 
Grand River. This is rapidly being de- 
veloped into a beautiful and much needed 
park and play ground. To cross this ground 
‘with a major street, either at grade or 
elevated, would greatly reduce the efficient 
use that may be made of it, as well as 
placing a definite traffic hazard across a 
public park.

In consideration of these factors, we 
recommend to the City Council that the 
Main Street bridge be given top bridge 
priority and that the Hazel-Olds bridges be 
remaved from the plan or placed at the 
bottom of the list and held in reserve until 
such time as both crossings are found 
necessary.

ORDINANCES 


The following ordinance was introduced 
by Ald. W. R. C. Smith, read a first and 
second time by its title and referred to 
the Committee on Ordinances. 


An ordinance to amend Section 1, 6, 7, 
14,,17 and 19 and to add two new sections 
to stand as Sections 6 (a) and 14 (a) to 
an ordinance entitled, “‘An ordinance to 
regulate and restrict the location of trades 
and industries and the location of buildings 
designed for specified uses, to regulate and 
limit the height and bulk of buildings 
hereafter. erected or altered, to regulate 
and determine the area of yards, courts 
and other open spaces surrounding build- 
ings, to limit and restrict the maximum 
number of families which may be housed 
in dwellings hereafter erected or altered, 
and for said purposes to divide the City 
into districts and within such districts 
to regulate and restrict the erection, con- 
struction, reconstruction, alteration, repair 
or use of buildings, structures and land, 
to provide for the ‘administration of said 
regulations and to prescribe penalties for 
the: violation of the provisions hereof, and 
provide for the enforcement -hereof, and 
to repeal the Zoning Ordinance passed 
June 18th, 1927, and all amendments 
thereto and all other ordinances or parts 
of ordinances in conflict herewith.” 


OCTOBER 14, 1946 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Sections 1, 6, 7, 14, 17 and 
19, of an ordinance entitled, ‘“‘An ordinance 
to regulate and restrict the location of 
trades and industries and the location of 
buildings designed for specified uses, to 
regulate and limit the height and bulk of 
buildings hereafter erected or altered, to 
regulate and determine the area of yards, 
courts and other open spaces surrounding 
buildings, to limit and restrict the maxi- 
mum number of families which may be 
housed in dwelings hereafter erected or 
altered, and for said purposes to divide 
the City into districts and within such 
districts to regulate and restrict the erec- 
tion, construction, reconstruction, altera- 
tion, repair or use of buildings, structures 
and land, to provide for the, administra- 
tion of said regulations and to prescribe 
penalties for the violation of the provisions 
hereof, and provide for the enforcement 
hereof, and to repeal the Zoning Ordinance 
passed June 13th, 1927, and all amend- 
ments thereto and all other ordinances or 
parts of ordinances in conflict herewith,’’ 
are hereby amended to read as follows and 
two new sections are added thereto to stand 
as Sections 6 (a) and 14 (a) 


SECTION 1 


Definitions 


For the purpose of this ordinance, cer- 
tain terms and words are herewith defined 
as follows: 


Words used in the present tense include 
the future; words in the singular include 
the plural number, and words in the plural 
number inelude the singular number; the 
word “building” includes the word “‘struc- 
ture’; the word “shall” is mandatory and 
not directory. (Any word not herein de- 
fined shall be construed as defined in the 


' Housing Code of Michigan, Act 167, Public 


Acts of 1917, and amendments thereto.) 


Accessory Building: A _— subordinate 
building or portion of main building, the 
use of which is incidental to that of the 
main building. 


Alley: A way which affords only a sec- 
ondary means of access to abutting prop- 
erty. 


¢ Apartment House: See Multiple Dwell- 
ing. 


Apartment: a—A ONE-ROOM APART- 
MENT IS HEREIN DEFINED AS AN 
APARTMENT CONTAINING ONE LIV- 
ABLE ROOM. 


b—A TWO OR MORE ROOM APART- 
MENT IS ONE HAVING TWO OR MORE 
LIVABLE ROOMS. 
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Basement: A story having part but not 
more than one-half (14) its height below 
grade. A basement is counted as a story 
for, the purpose of height regulations, if 
subdivided and used for business or dwell- 
ing purposes by others than a janitor em- 
ployed on the premises. 


Boarding Houses: A building other than 
a hotel, where, for compensation and by 
' prearrangement for definite periods, meals, 
or lodgings and meals, are provided for 
three (3) or more persons, but not exceed- 
ing twenty (20) persons. 


Building, Height of: The vertical dis- 
tance measured from the curb level to 
the highest point of the roof surface if 
a flat roof; to the deck line of mansard 
roofs; and to the mean height level be- 
tween eaves and ridge for gable, hip, and 
gambel roofs. For buidings set back from 
the street line the height of the building 
may be measured from the average eleva- 
tion of the finished grade along the front 
of the building. 


Building: A _ structure having a _ roof 
supported by columns or walls and when 
separated by a division wall without open- 
ings, each portion of such building shall 
be deemed a separate building except as 
provided in Section 19. 


Cellar: A story having more than one- 
half of its height below the average level 
of the adjoining ground. A cellar shall not 
be counted as a story for purposes of 
height measurement. 


Curb Level: The level of the established 
curb in front of the building measured at 
the center of such front. Where no curb 
has been established the City engineer 
shall establish such curb level or its equiva- 
ent for the purpose of this ordinance. 


District: Any section of the City of 
Lansing for which the regulations govern- 
ing the use of buildings and premises or 
the height and bulk of buildings or the 
maximum number of families are uniform. 


Dwelling: Any building, or portion 
thereof, which is designed or used exclu- 
sively for residential purposes. 


Dwelling, One-Family: A detached 
building designed for or occupied exclu- 
sively by one famiy. 


Dwelling, Two-Family: A detached or 
semi-detached building designed for or oc- 
cupied exclusively by two families, living 
independently of each other. 


Dwelling, Multiple: A building or. por- 
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tion thereof used or designed as a resi- 
dence for three or more families living 
independently of each other, and doing 
their own cooking in said building, includ- 
ing apartments, apartment hotels and. 
group houses. 


Family: One or more persons occupy- 
ing a premises and living as a _ single 
housekeeping unit, as distinguished from a 
group occupying a boarding house, a lodg- 
ing house, or hotel, as herein defined. 


Filling Station: Any building or prem- 
ises used solely or principally for the stor- 
ing, dispensing, sale or offering for sale 
at retail of any automobile fuels or oils. 


Frontage: All the property on one side 
of a street or place between two inter- 
secting streets or places (crossing or ter 
minating) measured along the line of the 
street or place, or if the street or place 
be dead-ended then all of the property 


‘ abutting on one side between an intersect- 


ing street or place and the dead-end of 
the street or place. 


Garage, Private: An accessory building 
designed or used for the storage of not 
more than three (8) motor-driven vehicles 
owned and used by the occupants of the 
building to which it is accessory. 


Garage, Public: Any premises, except 
those described as a private or storage gar- 
age, used for the storage or care of self- 
propelled vehicles, or where any such 
vehicles are equépped for operation, re- 
hehe or kept for remuneration, hire or 
sale. 


Garage, Storage: A building or portion 
thereof designed or used exclusively for 
term storage by prearrangement of motor- 
driven vehicles, as distinguished from daily 
storage furnished transients, and at which 
motor fuels and oils are not sold, and 
motor-driven vehicles are not equipped, re- 
paired, hired or sold. 


Group Houses: A group of dwellings not 
more than two rooms deep facing upon 
a place as herein defined. 


Grades: a-—For buildings having walls 
adjoining one street only the elevation of 
the sidewalk at the centers of all walls 
adjoining the street. . 


b—For buildings having walls adjoining 
more than one street the average of the 
elevation of the sidewalk at the centers 
of all walls adjoining the streets. 


e—For buildings having no wall adjoin- 
ing the street the average level of the 
finished surface of the ground adjacent to 
the exterior walls of the building. 
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Any wall approximately parallel to and 
not more than five (5) feet from a street 
line is to be considered as adjoining the 
street. 


Home Occupation: Any occupation or 
profession carried on by a member of a 
family, residing on the premises, in con- 
nection with which there is used no sign 
other than one non-illuminated name plate 
attached to the building entrance which is 
not more than one square foot in area; 
provided that no commodity is sold upon 
the premises; provided that no person is 
employed other than a member of the 
immediate family residing on the premises; 
provided that no mechanical equipment is 
installed except such that is normally for 
purely domestic or household purposes ; and 
provided that not over twenty-five (25%) 
percent of the total actual floor area of 
any story is used for home occupation or 


professional purposes. That a home occu-- 


pation be permitted when approval of a 
majority of all the residents living in the 
block on both sides of the street is given, 
together with approval of the City Plan 
Commission, such permission to be on a 
year to year basis. 


Hotel: A building oceupied as the more 
or less temporary abiding place of indi- 
viduals who are lodged with or without 
meals and in which there are more than 
twelve (12) sleeping rooms usually occu- 
pied singly and no provisions made for 
cooking in any individual room or apart- 
ment. 


Lodging House: A building where lodg- 
ing only is provided fox compensation to 
three (3) or more, but not exceeding 
twenty (20) persons, in constadistinction to 
hotels open to transients. 


Lot of Record: A lot which is a part of 
a subdivision, the map of ‘which thas 
been recorded in the office of the Register 
of Deeds of Ingham County, or a lot de- 
scribed by metes and bounds, the deed to 
which has been recorded in the office of the 
Register of Deeds of Ingham County. 


Lot: Land occupied or to be occupied 
by a building and its accessory buildings 
together with such open spaces as are re- 
quired under this ordinance and having its 
principal frontage upon a street or offi- 
cially approved place. 


Corner Lot: A lot situated at the junc- 
tion of two or more streets or places. 


Interior Lot: A lot other than a corner 
-lot. { 


Through Lot: An interior lot haying 
frontage on two: parallel or- approxiniately 
parallel streets. - . 
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Lot Lines: The lines bounding a lot. 


Non-Conforming Use: Any ‘building or 
land lawfully occupied by a use at the 
time of passage of this ordinance or amend- 
ments thereto which does not conform after 
the passage of this ordinance or amend- 
ments thereto with the use regulations of 
the district in which it is situated. 


Place: An open unoccupied space other 
than a street or alley permanently re- 
served as the principal means of access 
to abutting property. 


Stable, Private: A stable with capacity 
for not more than two horses, provided, 
however, that the capacity of a private 
stable may be increased if the premises 
whereon such stable is located contains 
an area of not less than five thousand 
(5,000) square feet for each horse ac- 
commodated. 


¢ 


Stable, Public: A stable, other than a 
private stable, with a capacity for more 
than two horses, 


Story: That portion of a building in- 
cluded between the surface of any floor 
and the surface of the floor next above it, 
or if there be no floor above it, then the 
space between such floor and the ceiling 
next above it. 


Story, Half: A space under a sloping 
roof which has the line of intersection of 
roof decking and wall face not more than 
three feet above the top floor level, and 
in which space not more than two-thirds of 
the floor area is finished off for use. A 
half-story containing independent apart- 
ment or living quarters shall be counted 
as a full story. 


Street: All property dedicated or in- 
tended for public or private street purposes 
or subject to public easements therefor. 


Structure: Anything constructed or 
erected, the use of which requires more or 
less permanent location on the ground or 
attached to something having a permanent 
location on the ground. When a structure 
is divided into separate parts by an un- 
pierced wall, each part shall be deemed a 
separate structure. 


Structural Alterations: Any change in 
the supporting members of a building such 
as bearing walls, columns, beams or gird- 
ers, or any substantial changes in the roof 
and exterior walls. . 


Trailer or Tourist Camp: An area con- 
taining one or more structures designed 
or intended to he used as temporary .living 


a) 
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facilities of two or more families and in- 
tended primarily for automobile transients 
or providing spaces where two or more 
tents or auto trailers can be parked pro- 
vided that no person or family occupies 
the parking or living facilities of such a 
camp for more than thirty (30) consecu- 
tive days. 


Yard: An open space on the same lot 
with a building unoccupied and unobstruct- 
ed from the ground upward, except as 
otherwise provided herein. The measure- 
ment of a yard shall be construed as the 
minimum horizontal distance between the 
lot line and the building or structure. 


“Front Yard: A yard extending across the 
front of the lot between the inner side 
yard lines and measured between: 


(a) The front line of the lot and the 
nearest point of the building, and 


(b) The front line of the lot and the 
nearest point of any open, unenclosed porch 
or paved terrace. 


Rear Yard: A yard extending across the 
rear of a lot measured between lot lines 
and being the minimum horizontal dis- 


tance between the rear lot line and the .- 


rear of the main building or any projec- 
tions other than steps, unenclosed bal- 
conies or unenclosed porches. On corner 
lots the rear yard shall be considered as 
parallel to the street upon which the lot 
has its least dimension. On both corner 
lots and interior lots the rear yard shall 
in all cases be at the opposite end of the 
lot from the front yard. 


Yard, Side: A yard between the side 
lot line and the nearest side line of the 
dwelling and extending from rear line of 
dwelling to the front lot line.

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(6) Hospitals and clinics, excepting veter- 
inary hospitals and clinics. 

(7) Private clubs, fraternities, sororities 
and lodges, excepting those the chief 
activity of which is a service custo- 
marily carried on as a business. 


(8) Accessory buildings and uses custo- 
marily incident to any of the above 
uses when located on the same lot and 
not involving the: conduct of a _ busi- 
ness, including servant quarters, pri- 
vate and storage garages when located 
not less than sixty (60) feet from the 
front lot line, or when constructed 
as a part of the main building. 


(9) HOTELS. 


In any “D’’ Apartment District, no show, 


‘meeting, entertainment, exhibition, or re 


ligious service of any kind, shall be held 
under canvas or in the open air unless there 
is first filed with the Building Commis- 
sioner the written consent of the owners 
of sixty percent of all residential property 
within a radius of four hundred feet from 
the place of such meeting.

In any “D-M’” MULTIPLE DWELLING

of all residential property within a radius 
of four hundred feet frorn the place of 
such meeting. ;

Height: In the “D’” Apartment District 
no building hereafter erected -or structur- 
ally altered shall exceed ninety (90) FEET, 
EXCEPT FOR ELEVATOR PENT-

ANICAL OR ELECTRICAL EQUIPMENT 
WHICH MAY EXTEND ABOVE THIS 
NINETY (90) FOOT LIMIT, BUT SHALL 
NOT BE WITHIN FIFTEEN (15) FEET

ING, AND EXCEPT FURTHER AS PRO-

Height: In the “D-M’” Multiple Dwell- 
ing District no building hereafter erected 
or structurally altered shall exceed three 
(3) stories, or forty-five (45) feet, except 
as provided in Section 19 hereof. 


Rear Yard: There shall be a rear-yard 
having a depth of not less than twenty-five 
(25) feet for interior lots not less than 
fifteen (15) feet for corner lots, except as 
provided in Section 19 hereof. 


Side Yard: On interior lots and for 
buildings not exceeding two and one-half 
(214) stories in height the side yard shall 
be the same as required in the “C’’ Two- 
family District and this side yard shall be 
increased by two (2) feet in width for 
three (3) story buildings. (See Sections 
19 and 20.) 


Front Yard: There shall be a front yard 
having a depth of not less than twenty (20) 
feet to the front line of the building, and 
not less than twelve (12) feet to the front 
line of any porch or paved terrace; pro- 
vided, however, that: 


Where a lot is located at the intersection 
of two or more streets, there shall be a 
front yard on each street side of a corner 
lot, except that the buildable width of such 
lot shall not be reduced to less than twenty- 
five (25) feet. No accessory building shall 
project beyond the front yard line on either 
street. 


Where lots comprising forty (40) percent 
or more of the frontage, between inter- 
secting streets, are developed with build- 
ings having an average front yard with a 
variation in depth of not more than six (6) 
feet, no building hereafter erected or struc- 
turally altered shall project beyond the 
average front yard line so established, pro- 
vided, further, that this regulation shall not 
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be so interpreted as to require a front 
yard of more than fifty (50) feet. 


Lot Area Per Family: In the ‘“D-M”

thousand (1,000) square feet per family.

“Gq” Business District 


In the “‘G’’? Business District the height 
and size of buildings shall be as follows, 
provided, however, that buildings erected 
or structurally altered for dwelling pur- 
poses shall comply with the side and rear 
yard and lot area per family regulations 
of the “D’”’ Apartment District.

(a) Public, semi-public or public service 
buildings, hospitals, institutions, or schools, 
when permitted in a district, may be erect- 
ed to a height not exceeding sixty (60) 
feet, and churches and temples may be 
erected to a height not exceeding seventy- 
five (75) feet if the building is set back 
from each yard line at least one (1) foot 
for each foot of additional building height 
above the height limit otherwise provided 
Ss an district in which the building is 

uilt. ; 


(b) One-famly dwellings in the thirty- 
five foot height district may be increased 
in height by not more than ten (10) feet 
when two (2) side yards of not less than 
fifteen (15) feet each are provided. Such 
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dwellings, however, shall not exceed three 
(3). stories in height. 


(¢) Chimneys, towers, penthouses, scen- 
ery, lofts, sugar refineries, monuments, 
cupolas, domes, spires, false mansards, 
parapet walls, similar structures and neces- 
sary mechanical appurtenances may be 
erected to a height in accordnace with 
existing or hereafter adopted ordinances 
of the City of Lansing. 


(d) On through .lots one hundred and' 


fifty (150) feet or less in depth the height 
of a building may be measured from the 
curb level on either street. On through 
lots more than one hundred and fifty (150) 
feet in depth the height regulations and 
basis of height measurements for the street 
permitting the greater height shall apply 
to a depth of not more than one hundred 
and fifty (150) feet from that street. 


(e) In the ‘“G”’ Business District for a 
building located on a lot at, the inter- 
section of streets of different widths the 
volume permitted on the wider street shall 
be allowed along the narrower street for 
a distance not to exceed one hundred and 
fifty (150) feet. 


(f) THAT IN THE “D-M’ MULTIPLE 
DWELLING DISTRICT WHEN THE 
TOTAL LAND AREA ON WHICH AN 
APARTMENT HOUSE IS TO BE BUILT 
IS ONE HUNDRED THOUSAND (100,000) 
OR MORE SQUARE FEET AND IS SUR- 
ROUNDED ON ALL SIDES BY PUBLIC 
STREETS (NOT ALLEYS) THE HEIGHT 
AND AREA REGULATIONS FOR THE 
“D-M” MULTIPLE DWELLING DIS- 
TRICT SHALL BE WAIVED AND THE 
HEIGHT AND AREA REGULATIONS 
FOR THE “D’” APARTMENT DISTRICT 
SHALL APPLY, EXCEPT THAT AN AD-

(a) For the purpose of side yard regu- 
lations, a two-family dwelling shall be 
qaneniserc as one building occupying one 
ot. 


(b) In the case of group houses or court 
apartments, buildings may rear upon the 
required side yard, provided: 


‘ First: For group houses the required 
side yard shall be increased by one (1) 
foot for each building abutting thereon. 


Second: For apartment houses the re- 
quired side yard shall be increased by one 
(1) foot for each stairway opening onto 
’ or served by such side yard. 


Third: The width of the place or court 
shall not be less than three (3) times the 
width of the side yard as required in this 
provision, provided that open unenclosed 
porches may project into a required place 
or court not more than twenty (20) per- 
cent of the width of said place or court. 
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Fourth: Where a roadway is provided 
in the place or court the width for such 
roadway shall be in addition to the width 
required above. 


Fifth: All other requirements including 
front, side and rear yards shall be com- 
plied with in accordance with the district 
in which such group houses or court apart- 
ments are located. 


(ec) The side yard requirements ~ for 
dwellings shall be waived where dwelling 
are erected above stores or shops, except 
as provided in the “EE” Apartment-Shop 


' District. 


(d) In computing the depth of a rear 
yard for any building where such yard 
opens onto an alley, one-half of such alley 
may be assumed to be a portion of the 
rear yard. 


(e) An accessory building not exceeding 
fifteen feet (15) in height may occupy not 
more than thirty (30) pércent of a required 
rear yard. 


(f) Every part of a required yard or 
court shall be open from its lowest point 
to the sky unobstructed, except for the 
ordinary projection of sills, belt courses, 
cornices, buttresses, ornamental features 
and eaves; provided, however, that none 
of the above projections shall project into 
a minimum court more than six (6) inches 
nor into a minimum side yard more than 
twenty-four (24) inches. 


(g) No cornices shall project over the 
street line more than five (5) percent of 
the width of such street, and in no case 
project more than four (4) feet. 


- (h) Open or enclosed fire escapes, fire- 
proof outside stairways and balconies pro- 
jecting into a minimum yard or court not 
more than three and one-half (3%) feet, 
and the ordinary projection of chimneys 
and flues may be permitted by the Building 
Commissioner where same are soe placed 
as not to obstruct the light and ventilation. 


(j) WHENEVER A NEW FIREPROOF 
APARTMENT BUILDING SHALL BE 
ERECTED IN THE “G’ BUSINESS DIS- 
TRICT ALL LAND AREA REQUIRE- 
MENTS SHALL BE WAIVED.

are hereby amended to read as follows: 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Section 85 of an ordinance 
entitled, ‘‘An Ordinance regulating traffic 
upon the public streets of the City of 
Lansing and repealing Ordinance No. 167 
and all other ordinances and sections of 
ordinances in conflict herewith,’’ are hereby 
amended to read as follows:

(c) The maximum allowable weight of 
any truck, truck tractor, trailer, semi- 
trailer, pole trailer or combination thereof, 
operating on any designated truck route in 
the City of Lansing shall be as follows: 


When spacing between axles is nine 
(9) feet or over the maximum axle 
load shall not exceed 18,000 pounds. 


When axle spacing is less than nine 
(9) feet between two (2) axles but 
more than three and one-half (3%) 
feet, the maximum axle load shall not 
exceed 13,000 pounds. 


When two (2) axles are spaced less 
than three and one-half (3%) feet 
apart, the combined weight thereof, 
shall not exceed the maximum weights 
as specified for a single axle spaced 
nine (9) feet or more apart. 


In no case shall the maximum wheel 
load permissable for any wheel exceed 
700 pounds per inch of width of tire. 


(d) These regulations shall not appy to 
busses of the Inter-City Coach Lines or 
other inter-city transportation units oper- 
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ating on previously designated streets ap- 
proved by the City Council. Ambulances 
and official emergency vehicles are also 
exempted from the provisions of this ordi- 
nance. 


(e) No delivery or pick-up of freight 
shall be made, on the street, in the area 
bounded on the west by the west line of 
Capitol Avenue, on the south by the south 
line of Lenawee Street, on the east by the 
Pere Marquette and Michigan Central Rail- 
roads and on the north by the north line 
of Genesee Street, by any truck and trailer 
combination units, after 9:30 A.M., of any 
day, from Monday to Friday, inclusive. 


(f) There shall be no delivery or pick-up 
of freight, except dairy products, on the 
street, in the above bounded area on Satur- 
days, by any truck exceeding a _ license 
weight of 3500 pounds. Delivery of any 
other perishable products may be made 
if a permit is first obtained from the police 
department. 


(zg) No double parking of trucks shall be 
permitted when convenient space at the 
curb is available. 


(h) Trucks, truck tractors, trailers, semi- 
trailers, pole trailers or any other combina- 
tion thereof, carrying a substantially full 
load for delivery or pick-up to or from 
a single destination, off the truck route, 
may leave the truck route at a point near- 
est the destination, to make the delivery, 
and shall return to the truck route by the 
most direct route available. 


(i) A copy of this ordinance and a map 
of the official truck routes, shall be avail- 
able to all interested parties operating in 
or through the City of Lansing. 


(j) It shall be the duty of any person 
who shall be driving or in charge or con- 
trol of any truck, which may at that time 
be upon any street in the city other than 
a designated truck route, upon the demand 
of any police officer to proceed to any pub- 
lic or private scale available foy the pur- 
pose of weighing and determining whether 
the weight thereof is in excess of the 
weight limit permitted by this ordinance. 


(k) No traction engine or tractor having 
lugs attached to its wheels, shall run over. 
be propelled or operated upon any paved 
or black-topped street within the city.

ORDINANCES 


The following Ordinance was introduced 
by Ald. Hungerford, was read a first 
and second time by its title and referred 
to the Committee on Ordinances. 


An ordinance to amend Section 4 of the 
ordinance entitled, ‘“‘An Ordinance to 
license and regulate taxicab owners and 
taxicab drivers, to prescribe conditions 
under which they may do business on the 
streets of the City of Lansing; to fix the 
rates of fare charged for the use of such 
vehicles, to provide for traffic regulations 
governing same; to require the installing 
of meters thereon, and to provide penalties 
for violation thereof. 


The City of Lansing Ordains: 


Section 1. Section 4 of the ordinance 
entitled, ‘“‘An Ordinance to license and 
regulate taxicab owners and _ taxicab 
drivers, to prescribe conditions under which 
they may do business on the streets of the 
City of Lansing; to fix the rates of fare 
charged for the use of such vehicles, to 
provide for traffic regulations governing 
same; to require the installing of meters 
thereon, and to provide penalties for viola- 
tion thereof,’’ is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 


Section 4. No person, whether owner or 
employee, shall drive a public taxicab 
within the City of Lansing, without having 
first obtained a license as a public driver 
from the City Clerk. 


Application for a city public driver’s 
license shall be made upon blank supplied 
by the office of the City Clerk, SHALL 
HAVE ATTACHED THERETO THREE 
SETS OF FULL FINGER PRINTS, and 
such applicant must state thereon that he 
is a citizen of the United States, a resident 
of the State of Michigan, twenty-one (21) 
years of age and upwards, of good: moral 
character, of sound physique, being with- 
out defective sight or hearing and with full 
use of both arms and hands and both legs 
and feet, able to operate a motor vehicle 
safely, able to read, write, and speak the 
English language, and not addicted to the 
use of intoxicating liquors, which applica- 
tion shall be subscribed and sworn to be- 
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fore a notary public and filed with the 
City Clerk, upon the approval of said 
application by the Chief of Police and the 
City Council, and the payment to the City 
Clerk of one dollar ($1.00), a city public 
driver’s license shall be granted to such 
applicant by the City Clerk. 


The city public driver’s license granted 
hereunder shall be in such form as to con- 
tain a true photograph of the licensee, the 
licensee’s~ signature, and sufficient blank 
space upon which a record may be kept 
of any arrest of such driver or serious 
complaint against him. 


Upon the issuance of such city public 
driver’s license there shall be delivered to 
such licensee, a metal badge, with the 
license number: thereon, such badge must 
be continually and conspicuously displayed 
on the outside of the licensee’s cap when 
he is engaged in his employment as a pub- 
lic driver. 


A full and complete copy of each appli- 
cation filed and each license issued here- 
under, together with record entries, re- 
newals and revocations thereof shall be 
kept on file in the office of the City Clerk 
of the City of Lansing. 


The City Council may revoke such license 
at any time hereafter for proper cause. 


When any entry on such license has been 
defaced, renewed or obliterated, or the 
licensee fails to wear his badge as herein 
provided, such license shall automatically 
be revoked, and any driver, whose license 
has been so revoked, shall not again be 
licensed as a city driver in the City of 
Lansing. 


All public driver’s licefses shall expire, 
unless: sooner revoked, on April 30th of 
each year.
